Dear Evangel readers, I have for some 
time been impressed to write a message on 
this subject and I sincerely hope it will 
be a blessing to some one that possibly 
needs renewing. 

While visiting different places and 
churches I have heard remarks made by 
some of the older saints, that they were 
not receiving the blessings and favors of 
God as they did when the Pentecostal 
blessings first began to be poured out a 
few years ago.

Remember therefore 
from when thou art fallen, and repent.” 

St. Matt. 24:12, ‘“‘And because ini- 
quity shall abound the love of many 
shall wax cold.” 

This falling from cur first love and 
waxing cold is being wrought in the 
hearts of the saints through the decep- 
tion of Satan himself, with his cunning 
craftiness, and lying in wait to deceive, 
working his way into the hearts, thereby 
gaining admittance to the churches, and 
has sown the seed of strife, discord, and 
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jealousy, thereby destroying the love and 
fellowship among ovr good people. 

In Prov. 26:21 Solomon says, ‘As 
coals are to burning coals, and wood to 


fire; so is a contentious man to kindle 
strife.” 
And through this avenue of conten- 


tiousness Satan has caused to cease to 
flow, to a certain extent, the burning of 
that divine love that was shed abroad in 
our hearts by the Holy Ghost, so that 
we need to repent and get back to our 
first love, the love that we had when 
we first received the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost and fire.

Now we hear the Apostle Paul at 1 
Tim. 4:1, by revelation of the Holy 
Ghost, looking down to the last days: 
“The Spirit speaketh expressly, that in 
the latter times some shall depart from 
the faith, giving heed to seducing 
spirits, and doctrines of devils.” ‘De- 
part” means to leave, go away from. 
“Seduce” means to lead away from the 
path of duty. I believe that we are living 
right now in that age when the evil 
spirits are seducing and leading astray 
from the path of duty, and from the 
faith of the gospel of Christ, many of 
God’s children. Let us take heed lest we 
also be led away by that wicked one and 
when Jesus calls we will not hear His 
voice.

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Form of Godliness 


“Having a form of godliness but deny- 
ing the power thereof,” 2 Tim. 3:5. 

As we look out over the vast multi- 
tudes of people today, who profess to 
know God but are void of God’s power, 
our hearts are made sad. Formality has 
taken the place of the old-time Pente- 
costal power. Here in our text Paul, 
through the Holy Ghost, prophesied of 
a people who would be in the last days 
with just a form of godliness. We are 
certain that Paul’s prophecy is being ful- 
filled. 

Now we want you to notice another 
scripture in Titus 1:10-16. Here Paul in 
writing to Titus has warned him of cer- 
tain people who would be vain talkers, de- 
ceivers, and unruly, teaching things they 
ought not, for filthy lucre’s sake. We 
find thar this certainly is true today. 
There are hundreds of preachers who have 
lowered the standard of God’s Word for 
the sake of money. and just have a form 
of godliness, denying the power of God. 
And Paul, in verse 12, speaks of certain 
people as evil beasts and slow bellies (or 
lazy gluttons). We know that there are 
preachers just like Paul describes (2 Tim, 
4:3, 4), who are also lazy, just out 
preaching for the dollar instead of lost 
souls, having a form of godliness but will 
not accept God’s power. 

Paul goes on in verse 16 of Titus 1, to 
say that they profess to know God but 
in their works they deny Him. Yes, in 
their works God is left out, and the 
Apostle Peter in 2 Peter also speaks of 
false teachers who in the last days would 
be among the people who would bring 
in damnable heresies, even denying the 
Lord that bought them, etc., and many 
shall follow them and the truth shall be 
evil spoken of. In verse 10 Peter says 
these shall speak evil of dignities, etc., 
and despise government, and finally in 
verse 12 he says these are natural brute 
beasts (or natural animals, without rea- 
son). When God says, “Come and let 
us reason together,” these people will not 
reason. They are just like beasts when it 
comes to reasoning with them concern- 
ing the truth. The Scriptures further say 
that they speak evil of things they under- 
stand not. I know this to be true. People 
speak evil of the Holy Ghost and speak- 
ing in tongues and say it isn’t of God, 
etc., when they don’t even know or un- 
derstand. Jude 10 says they speak evil of 
things they know not but what they 
know naturally as brute beasts (or sav- 
age beasts), in those things they. cor- 
rupt themselves. 

Verse 11, “Woe unto them for they 
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have gone in the way of Cain and ran 
greedily after the error of Balaam for re- 
ward.” 1 John 3:12 John says for us 
not to follow after Cain, but love one an- 
other, etc. Cain is a type of the same kind 
of people that Paul describes in Rom. 
10:1-3. He says these have a zeal of God 
but not according to knowledge. He says 
they go about to establish their own right- 
eousness but have not submitted them- 
selves unto the righteousness of God. 
Now this is the way Cain did in offer- 
ing up his sacrifice to God, He tried to 
bring a different sacrifice to God from 
the one required of God. So are these 
who have a form of godliness. They are 
trying to substitute some other way of 
getting to heaven, but like Cain they re- 
ject the redemption through the blood. 
They teach that we get it all when con- 
verted. They are trying to climb up some 
other way. Please read 2 Peter 2:1-2; 
Acts 20:28, and notice the words 
“bought” and “purchased.” 


In 2 Thess. 2:9-12 we find Paul again 
speaking of this same class of people. He, 
speaking of iniquity and the revealing of 
the wicked one, etc. (or beast, verses 3, 
4; Rev. 13:1), says concerning the com- 
ing of Jesus to reign, “him shall the Lord 
consume ..... even him, whose com- 
ing is after the working of Satan with all 
power and signs and lying wonders, and 
with all deceivableness of unrighteousness 
in THEM THAT PERISH; because they 
received not the love of the truth, that 
might be saved. And for this cause (be- 
cause they rejected the truth, v. 10) God 
shall send strong delusion, that they all 
should believe a lie: that they all might 
be damned who believe not in the truth.” 
In Mark 16:15-17 Jesus told His disci- 
ples to go into all the world and preach 
the gospel and he that believeth (or ac- 
cepteth the truth) shall be saved (or es- 
cape God’s wrath, if he shall endure, 
Matt. 24:13) and he that believeth not 
shall be damned (or have a deluded mind 
and believe a lie, etc., and be damned). 
And these signs shall follow them that 
believe; they shall cast out devils, they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover, etc. 

Now, dear reader, where are you stand- 
ing? You are either on one side or the 
other. When the true gospel is preached 
and you begin to refuse to walk in the 
light, you are taking your stand with this 
crowd who refuses the truth, and have 
a form of godliness, or, if you are a be- 
liever and continue with the believers, 
these signs shall follow you that are men- 
tioned in Mark 16:17. In Matt, 7:24-27 


Jesus says, “Whosoever heareth these say- 
ings of mine, and doeth them, I__ will 
liken him unto a man, which built his 
house upon the rock:” and when trials, 
etc. come ke is able to stand (or ac- 
counted worthy to escape, Luke 21:34- 
36), but the other man fell because he 
failed to do His saying. There are multi- 
tudes today, rejecting the truth but listen, 
this is a dangerous thing. God might turn 
you over to a deluded mind, etc. 

Now in Luke 6:46 Jesus says, “Why 
call ye me Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things I say?” These people profess to 
know God. They go to church and sing 
and use God’s name, etc., but will not 
submit to the true gospel. They deny the 
power of God and these are also the ones 
who shall follow the beast during the 
great tribulation and who, He says, is 
likened unto him. Read Rev. 13:1-5. Not- 
ice the final reward of these people, Rev. 
14:9-11. We find here this angel says 
that those who follow the beast shall 
drink of the wrath of God and shall be 
tormented with fire and brimstone and 
shall not rest day nor night. 2 Peter 2:1, 
2, “And bring upon themselves swift de- 
struction.” In Jude 15 we find that God 
shall execute judgment on them and in 
Rev. 14:9-20 we find that the blood of 
those who worship the beast shall be up 
to the horses’ bridles. 


The true gospel is going into all the 
world before the end, and it is up to you 
to accept it or reject it. If you accept it 
and follow the believers, the signs shall 
follow, but if you take sides with the 
other crowd, by rejecting the truth, you 
will be among the class described in 2 
Thess, 2:9-12.

God blessed Caleb, kept and preserved 
him in all the way, and now when he is 
an old man he enjoys unusual blessings 
and is still going forward in the service 
of God. 

1, His proper attitude to Jehovah is the 
determining feature of all the good that 
came to Caleb. This is the secret of a 
happy and successful life for any man, in 
any age. Life apart from God and His 
will can have no promising outlook. 

2. Caleb remembered the words of God. 
He makes special mention of what God 
had said to Moses concerning himself and 
Joshua (v. 6). It was faith in God’s 
word that made Caleb stand firm and 
give a true report of the land, while the 
other ten spies were giving an evil report, 
discouraging the people and destroying 
their faith in God. God’s promises are al- 
ways true and in them every heavenly 
pilgrim has a staff upon which to lean in 
all the heavenly journey. 

3. Caleb was an honest man, and dealt 
truthfully. He said his report was “as it 
was in mine heart.” It could not have 
been a very pleasant thing for Caleb and 
Joshua to stand out against the other ten 
spies, but it was not a matter of pleas- 
ing the people or of making it easy for 
themselves. They must tell the truth. 
God’s cause was at stake and His inter- 
ests, above all, must be cared for. So it is 
ever that the true worshipers of God have 
the cause of the Lord at heart and they 
labor and even suffer for its promotion. 

4. To please the Lord was Caleb’s high- 
est aspiration. It seems most natural for 
men to desire the favor of others, or to 
find easy sailing for themselves. To “‘fol- 
low the Lord wholly” Caleb had to be 
beyond all such sinister motives, and so 
do vhose today who would live the life 
which Jesus has planned for all who please 
Him fully. 

5. Notice, because of Caleb’s faithful 
service to Jehovah, he was awarded a spe- 
cial inheritance, and this is according to 


God’s dealing with all who are faithful 


—a reward according to their _ service. 
“Be thou faithful unto death and I will 
give thee a crown of life,” Rev. 2:10.

EVIL COMPANY 

“Be not deceived; evil communica- 
tions corrupt good manners,” 1 Cor. 15: 
33. 

“Thou shalt not follow a multitude to 
do evil,” Exod. 23:2. 

The world is full of evil. How and 
why sin came into God’s_ universe has 
puzzled the wisest men. 

We are told plainly how it came into 
our world—the agent, the temptation, 
the fall of man, and its disastrous effects. 
It has spread everywhere to all earth’s 
inhabitants. To guard against its presence 
and effects for the present and to all 
eternity, is man’s greatest task. To this 
our text exhorts. 

Should we desire to locate evil and the 
basis from which it operates and some- 
thing of how it operates in humanity, we 
might notice: 

1. That it is located in and operates 
from the human heart. This fountain be- 
ing sinful and corrupt, sends forth a 
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stream that is necessarily the same, The 
human heart is the natural home of sin- 
ful feelings, desires, and actions, so the 
life of man is completely sinful. 

2. The natural man is under the in- 
fluence of Satan, the originator of evil: 
his presence and power tend only to lead 
men on in the way of evil. 

3. Through example, children, as they 
are old enough to think and act, ignorant- 
ly come up into the ways of sin and sin- 
ful practices. 

4. Certainly to walk in the straight 
and narrow way of faith, obedience to 
God, crucifixion of the flesh, etc., as 
Christ demands, all sin must be forsaken. 

As the multitudes of earth follow evil, 
it is more difficult for the few who serve 
God to go the other way. It is much easier 
to follow the crowd. The tendency is that 
way. It is so because some act from im- 
pulse, rather than from judgment. Some 
look up to others and are influenced by 
them—the poor to the rich, the ignor- 
ant to the learned, children to the par- 
ents, etc. 

‘© forsake and stand aloof from the 
multitude requires determination and 
fortitude. There are few but what are in- 
fluenced by the opinions of those about 
them. 

In our text we have a solemn warn- 
ing, ““Be not deceived,” and a firm com- 
mand, “Thou shalt not.” If you are a 
true Christian, a follower of the meek 
and lowly Lamb, what pleasure can you 
find in the company of those who find no 
pleasure in Him or in His service? It is 
the things you used to love but now hate 
that they love. To place yourself on a 
plane with sinners is to grieve your Mas- 
ter. To bring them on to a plane with 
yourself will require more than a little 
social relation. 

In all ages and dispensations God’s peo- 
ple have obeyed this command—‘‘Come 
out from among them, and be ye sepa- 
rate.”’ It was so with Noah, Abraham, the 
prophets, apostles, and truly pious in all 
the countries of the world. 

The company of unbelievers is dan- 
gerous. In that day each one shall reap for 
himself alone, and the wages of sin is 
death. A multitude of evil doers cannot 
avert God’s wrath or make the misery 
of one less, but each must die alone and 
appear for himself at the judgment bar.

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FROM CENTRAL AMERICA 


We, all the believers throughout our 
work in Guatemala, enjoyed the visit of 
Brothers Walker and Ingram in_ the 
month of March. The believers told us 
they could feel the power of the Holy 
Ghost with divine love as Brother Walk- 
er preached the Word and sang the beau- 
tiful hymns. They ask, “When will he 
visit us again?” Brother Ingram is loved 
by all the believers here. Missionaries, 
workers, and believers were encouraged to 
press on in God. He visited all of the 
main stations of the work while here. He 
left us by train from Mazatenango, en 
route for Port San Hose, Saturday, March 
a7. 

We returned from Mazatenango to 
Totonicapan the day he left. It seemed 
strange that he was not with us. Sun- 
day (Easter) morning there was a serv- 
ice at Chuisuc. After noon there was a 
service in a grove between Totonicapan 
and San Cristobal. Sixteen were baptized 
in the river. At the close of the night 
service we observed the Lord’s Supper and 
feet washing. The power of the Lord 
came down and there was singing, shout- 
ing and speaking in tongues. An unsaved 
brother attended the service and he ac- 
cepted the Lord, saying that he felt the 
desire for salvation and wanted the joy 
of the Lord as the believers manifested 
as they washed one another’s feet. 

We visited Nebaj in April. This is a 
beautiful town hid away in the moun- 
tains of North Quiche. We traveled from 
here to Sacapulas in the car, stayed there 
overnight. It was very hot. The mosqui- 
toes were hungry and had a good feast 
at our expense. We arose at 4:00 a. m., 
saddled our horses, mounted, and started 
our day’s journey to Nebaj, at the foor 
of a mountain. It took four hours to ar- 
rive at the top. It is barren, not a shade 
tree and when the sun shines it is too 
warm to be comfortable. However, it 
rained all that day. We rode down the 
mountain on the other side, climbed 
again, riding above the clouds part of 
the way, then down again to Nebaj. 

We arrived at Nebaj at 3:00 p. m., 
clothing wet through, cold, and _ tired, 
but with the joy of the Lord in our 
hearts. The believers gave us a royal wel- 
come. There was no stove where we could 
get warm so Truman opened the sleep- 
ing bags Brother Ingram brought. He 
told me to jump into mine. I shut up in 
that bag and it was not long until I was 
warm and sound asleep. We truly believe 
those bags saved us from having heavy 


colds, We rested fine in them all night. 
The next day we awakened refreshed, 
ready to visit and attend the special serv- 
ices. The chapel was full. God did bless 
and gave liberty in the preaching of the 
Word. We had eight services in the 
chapel, and one in the home of an Indian 
family, just recently saved. They had 
bought a new home and wanted it dedi- 
cated to the Lord. It is a little adobe 
house, one room, mud walls, and mud 
floor, but as we knelt in prayer we shed 
tears of joy, praising the Lord for these 
precious Indians. The messages, with the 
exception of husband’s and mine, were 
in the Indian dialect of Nabaj. We have 
prayed for many years for the souls of 
the Indians, with Brother Pullin and wife 
who labored there for eight years. Their 
prayers were answered after they had re- 
turned to the States. Three Indian fam- 
ilies accepted the Lord. A goodly numbe: 
of Ladenos (mixed race) are saved, sanc- 
tified, and baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
How sad they were when we bade them 
good-bye. They need a missionary and 
wife stationed with them. Pray with us 
that God will give them the desire of 
their hearts, 

We left early in the morning, arriving 
at Sacapulso about 3:00 p. m., changed 
our clothing, got into the car and 
started for Quiche. We did not arrive 
there, however, for the engine stopped. 
Truman and a young man, who was 
with us, tried to discover the cause. They 
worked until 10:00 p. m. We decided to 
go to bed in the car. The sleeping bags 
were useful again. We slept or tried to 
sleep until daybreak. We had no sup- 
per, and no breakfast. We had planned to 
arrive at Quiche early. “All things work 
together for good to them who love the 
Lord, who are the called according to his 
purpose.” God’s ways are always best. 

The young man with us slept on the 
road under the car, wrapped up in a 
blanket. He left us in the morning to 
see if he could find a home. He was gone 
a long time but came back with an In- 
dian who brought hot “tortillas” (corn 
cakes), black corn “‘atol” (a drink made 
of ground corn, brown sugar, and water). 
We thanked God for it, It tasted real 
good to us. We told this Indian we were 
“evangelists,” and told him of the sav- 
ing power of Jesus. He invited us to his 
home and said we could sleep there any 
time. Pray with us that God will save 
his soul. 

A bus came along and the driver fixed 
the car. We came through to Quiche and 
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on home to Totonicapan. 

Thursday we visited the mission at 
Quezaltenango. God is blessing there. We 
are in services somewhere every night, 
also two services weekly in the after- 
noon. Don Jose M. Enriquez, pastor of 
the mission here, arrived home from a 
visit at Jutiapa Saturday. He preached in 
three stations while there. He reported 
victory in the work there. Our native 
workers are all faithful. Pur them on 
your prayer list. Several of them have 
been real sick lately—Yours in His glad 
service for Guatemala, Mrs. Carrie E.

wherein shall we return? Will a man rob 
God? yet ye have robbed me, but ye say 
wherein have we robbed thee? in tithes 
and offerings. Ye are cursed with a 
curse, for ye have robbed me, even this 
whole nation.” We believe that through 
the failure to honor God with our 
tithes we are still under the curse that he 
cursed Israel with for Malachi was a 
last-day prophet. 

By so doing we have robbed ourselves 
of many blessings of God, and instead of 
receiving a blessing and adding to our 
personal experiences and our pastoral du- 
ties, we have been cursed and the work 
has lagged and dragged. ‘““Renew our days 
as of old, O God.” 

As a pastor in the great Church of 
God I have noticed that when the mem- 
bers and all paid their tithes and did the 
other things the Bible requires, the power 
would fall and unity and fellowship could 
be felt in every service, but when they 
failed the blessings waned and the devil 
began to rob them of their power, the 
services became more formal and dry and 
conviction ceased to come upon sinners. 

Dear saints, when we fail God, He 
will fail us and will withhold His bless- 
ings from us. Now if you do not have 
unity and fellowship, and are not re- 
ceiving the greatest of blessings, start 
paying your tithes giving in the offer- 
ings, praying, etc., then you will get the 
blessing you need, God has promised it. 
He says, “Prove me now herewith, . . . 
if I will not open the windows of heav- 
en, and pour you out a blessing.” You 
may ask in what way will we receive 
blessings, and why? God’s promise to 
Malachi (3:7-10), was that “there shall 
be meat in mine house,” God’s house. 
You might ask how we can_ feed God. 
By supplying His ministers, Jesus said, 
“I was an hungred, and ye gave me meat: 
I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink,” 
etc. ‘‘Then shall the righteous answer, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee an hun- 
gred, and fed thee? or thirsty, and gave 
thee drink?” etc. Then the Lord shall 
answer, “Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me.” 

You, by paying your tithes and giving 
in the offerings, put the meat in God’s 
ministers’ houses, and clothing and milk 
for his brethren, and God has promised 
He would open the windows of Heaven 
and bless you for it. Do you want a 
blessing that you won’t have room to re- 
ceive? 

Abraham paid tithes and Jacob his 
grandson valued the blessings of God 
greater than one-tenth of his increase. 
Gen. 28:20, “And Jacob vowed a vow, 
saying, If God will be with me, and will 
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keep me in this way that I go, and will 
give me bread to eat, and raiment to 
put on, so that I come again to my fath- 
er’s house in peace; then shall the Lord 
be my God, and this stone, which I have 
set for a pillar, shall be God’s house: and 
of all that thou shalt give me I will sure- 
ly give the tenth unto thee.” 

Gal. 3:26, 29, “For ye are all the chil- 
dren of God by faith in Christ Jesus. 
And if we be Christ’s, then are we Ab- 
raham’s seed, and heirs according to the 
promise.” Verses 7, 9, “Know ye there- 
fore that they which are of faith, the 
same are the children of Abraham. Se 
then they which be of faith are blessed 
with faithful Abraham.” 

If we are not paying our tithes, can we 
feel justified when we say that we are 
the children of Abraham? In Jno. 8:41 
Jesus says that if we were the children of 
Abraham we would do the works of Ab- 
raham. “What doth it profit, my broth- 
er, though a man say he hath faith, and 
have not works? For as the body with- 
out the spirit is dead, so faith without 
works is dead,” James 2:14, 26. 

Prov. 3:9, 10, “Honor the Lord with 
thy substance, and with the firstfruits of 
all thine increase: so shall thy barns be 
filled with plenty.” 

God has not only promised to bless us 
spiritually, but has promised to bless us 
literally. He said He would fill our barns 
with plenty and our presses would burst 
out with new wine, and | will say right 
here and now that it our nation is ever 
brought back to prosperity, it will be by 
obedience to His blessed Word. Let us be 
loyal to God and pay our tithes. He has 
promised if we would He would rebuke 
the devourer for our sakes and He would 
not destroy the fruit of the ground, 
“neither shall your vine cast her fruit be- 
fore the time in the field, saith the Lord 
of hosts. And all nations shall call you 
blessed: for ye shall be a delightsome land 
saith the lord of hosts.” So let us say as 
Israel said, Of all that thou hast said we 
will do, and be obedient. Bless His dear 
name! 

Through the loyalty of the ministers 
and members of the great Church of 
God, in paying their tithes and giving 
offerings, we have been able to carry the 
gospel to some of the foreign lands, but 
if every one would be loyal we could send 
it in a big way and give so many more a 
chance to see what the Church of God 
is and stands for.
